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President Nixon yesterday 
pledged full support to Repub- 
lican candidates and said that 
he would continue his own 
grass-roots campaign to win 
public support. 

The President met for more 
than an hour with Republican 
National Chairman George 
Bush, Sen. Bill Brock (Tenn.), 
chairman of the Senate Re- 
publican Campaign Commit- 
tee, and Rep. Robert H. Mi- 
chel (111.), chairman- of the 
House Republican Campaign 
Committee, on this year’s elec- 
tions. ■ 

The President told the 
group he would address the 
fund-raising dinner to be held 
here .Wednesday evening to 
raise money for Republican 
House and Senate candidates. 

Earlier, press secretary Ron- 
ald L. Ziegler said that reac- 
tion to the ( President’s recent 
apperances in Chicago, Nash- 
ville and , Houston had been 
“extremely good” and that the 
President will continue to 
“speak out” in. his defense. 

The President will continue 
to speak on the presidency 
and his struggle to avoid im- 
peachment as well as on for- 
eign and domestic issues, Zie 
gler said. He announced no 
other speaking engagements, 
however, except the Wednes- 
day appearance here.

Many political experts j 
lieve Mr. Nixon when he saysi 
he wants the impeachment is- 
sue resolved this summer, be- 
cause they think Republican 
chances in November are ex- 
tremely poor and that his 
troops will be beaten.
